The fee provided by law is $2.50 
and local physicians declare they can- 
not make competent test under 
three weeks and furthermore say few 
of them have the’ necessary equip- 
ment for making a thorough blood 
test. No physician could undertake 
to make the test for less than $15 or 
$20, they say, and a few in the city 
have even refused to pit thelr signa- 
tures to a certificate for that amount
